| LEGISLATIVE | 


President’s Veracity Impugned. 

The aftermath of President Roose- 

velt’s unexpected acceptance of the 
original Allison compromise amend- 
ment for the sake of party harmony 
and on the suggestion of the conserva- 
tive Republican leaders, Aldrich and 
Spooner, was the charge of bad faith 
toward the Democratic minority, made 
by Tillman, who 
had charge of 
the bill. Stand- 
ing in his place, 
Tillman told the 
senate that ex- 
Senator William 
E. Chandler of 
New Hampshire 
had acted as 
the president’s 
envoy in ne 
gotiating with 
Democrats who 
would not go to 
the White House 
and that . the 
president had 
said to Chand- 
ler that Knox, Spooner and Foraker 
“were trying to injure or defeat the 
rate bill by ingenious constitutionali- 
ties.” Tillman told also of a conference 
which Chandler had arranged for him 
and Bailey with Attorney General 
Moody, with whom the Democrats had 
agreed on a certain amendment. Hence 
the president’s sudden support of the 
Allison amendment was regarded as 
bad faith, and Bailey said that the 
president was not a.man of fron, but 
a man of clay, “and very common clay 
at that.” . 
Lodge of Massachusetts after tele- 
phoning to the White House told the 
senate that the president had author- 
ized him to say that the report of his 
reflection on Knox, -Spooner and For- 
aker was “a deliberate ‘and unquali- 
fied falsehood.” Chandler in a pre- 
pared statement for the press ecorrobo- 
rated what Tillman had said and gave 
out a“letter from the president’s sec-. 
retary asking him (Chandler) to the 
White House. 

In a letter to Senator Allison the 
president declared that he did not ask 
Chandler to open negotiations with the 
Democrats, but that he understood 
Chandler to be the Democratic emis- 
sary, and that he had said to Chandler 
exactly, what he Had said to others, 
He had acGepted the’ Allison amend- 
ment, as it did not change the scope of 


William E. Chandler. 


‘the court review provision of the Hep- 


burn bill. Ife ignored.the story of his 
remark about the senators. Attorney 
General Moody in a letter’ to the presi- 
dent indicated that his chief was not 
committed to any particular amend- 
ment. Finally Tillman replied in the 
senate, saying that the president’s let- 
ter was ingenious, but not ingenuous. 
Tillman denied emphatically that he 
had authorized Chandler or any one 
to confer for him with the president. 
He held that the president was bound 
to give the Democrats notice of his 
change after conferring with them. 

This controversy stirred the “senate 
again when Bailey denounced as a “de- 
liberate and malicious liar’ the writer 
of a dispatch to the Chicago Tribune 
and the New York Tribune in which 
it was said Tillman had told Chandler 
that he distrusted Bailey and suspect- 
ed him of dealing secretly with Aldrich 
and the Republican conservatives, Till- 
man promptly denied that he had ever 
been suspicious of Bailey. Bailey not 
only denounced the correspondent, but 
said the dispatch was Inspired In the 
White House and that the man who 
inspired it, however high in office, was 
a Har. 

Rate Bill Passed, 71 to 3. 

With only three dissenting voices on 
the final roll call May 18 the much 
amended Hepburn rate bill, which had 
been before the senate for fifty-two 
days, was adopted. The dissenters 
were one Republican, Foraker of Ohio, 
and two Democrats,*Morgan and Pet- 
tus of Alabama. Many others on both 
sides said they were not satisfied with 
the bill, but voted “aye” rather than 
be recorded against a measure which 
was in the direction at least of fed- 
eral regulation of railroad rates and 
on avhich the supreme court might 
make a ruling as to constitutional limi- 
tations, :Just before final passage. the 
senate cut out the words “in it judg- 
ment” where it was provided that the 
commission should fix rates which in 
Its judgment were just and reasonable. 
The retention of these words was one 
of the features. of the Allison compro- 
mise, through which !t was thought 
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possible to pass the measure, but 
noted lawyers in the senate decla 
that unless they were eliminated the | 
bill would be unconstitutional, because | 
they conferred direct legislative powers \ 
on the commission. La Follette suc- | 
ceeded in getting inserted an amend- 

ment permitting railroads to issue free

The Allison Amendment. 

As finally adopted by the senate the 
Allison rate bill amendment reads as 
follows: 

“The venue of suits brought-in any 
of the circuit courts of the United 
States to enjoin, set aside, annul or 
suspend any order or requirement of 
the commission shall’ be in the district 
where the carrier, against whom such 
order or requirement may have been 
made, has its principal operating office 
and may be. brought at any time after 
such order is promulgated. And if the 
order or requirement has been made 
against two or more carriers, then in 
the district where any one of the said 
carriers has its principal operating of- 
fice. And if the carrier has its prin- 
cipal operating office in the District of 
Columbia, then the venue shall be in 
the district where said carrier has its 
principal office, and jurisdiction to 
hear and determine such suits is here- 
by vested in such courts.” 

For Sea Level Canal. 

By the vote of 6 to 4 the senate com- 
mittee on interoceanic canals decided 
to report a bill to construct the Pana- 
ma canal at sea level. The reasons 
given by the majority in support. of 
this plan are that it will be much safer 
and more convenient, that it will take 
little if any longer to construct, that 
the maintenance would be simpler and 
more economical and that it is the 
ideal type of canal. The San Francis- 
co earthquake is used as an argument 
in favor of the sea-level plan, 


House For Big Battleship. 

By the.vote of 135 to 108 in the com- 
mittee of the whole the motion of Bur- 
ton (Rep., 0.) to strike out the provi- 
sion for the biggest battleship afloat 
was rejected, and the committee pro- 
gramme went through. Burton argv | 
that construction was proceeding cut 
of proportion to the increase in per- 
sonnel and that at the present rate ovr 
navy would be next to the English by 
1910. Tawney (Rep., Minn.), chairman 
of the appropriations committee, was 
among the opponents of this measure, 
and he pointed out that our total war 
account for 1906 would be 63 per cent 
of the entire revenue of the govern- 
ment, This included the pension roll 
and left over expenses of past wars. 
The Bartholdt amendment, making the 
battleship construction contingent up- 
on a naval limitation measure’s being 
adopted by The Hague conference 
within a year, was rejected. As re- 
ported and passed the naval bill car- 
ried $99,634,215. 


POLITICAL 


Taylor to Succeed Carmack. 

Ex-Governor Bob Taylor of Tennes- 
gee is the choice of the Democrats of 
his state for the United States senate, 
having obtained ‘a decisive majority 
over Senator- Carmack. in the recent 
primaries. Taylors nomination is 
equivalent to an election, as the legis- 
lature is sure to carry out the party’s 
will next winter. Governor Taylor be- 
came a national figure through his per- 
sonal canvass and his popularity with 
the masses,. He was known as the 
“fiddling governor.” It was his habit 
to play a tune on his fiddle before mak- 
ing an address to the voters. 


Democrats Name a Republican. 

The Democratie state convention of 
Rhode Island has made the innovation 
of nominating a candidate and has 
taken the unusual .course of nominat- 
ing an independent Republican, Colo- 
ne] Robert H,' 1. Goddard: ‘The ‘coali- 
‘tion of the Democrats and independent 
Republicans is expected to make the 
issue on the record of Aldriclt and 
Wetmore against radical rate legisla- 
tion. 

Weaver Boomed For Governor. 

Following ‘the failure of the inde- 
pendent Republican organization of 
Pennsylvania, known as the Lincoln 
party, to reach a satisfactory agree- 
ment with the regular Republican or- 
ganization, a boom to-make Mayor 
Weaver of Philadelphia the candidate 
of the Lincolnites for governor was 
started and has attained large propor- 
tions. The mayor himself intimated 
that he would not decline the honor. 


EXECUTIVE 


Coal and Oil Trusts Exposed. 

How Pennsylvania railroad officials 
have favored certain coal shippers 
through flagrant car discriminations in 
return for gifts of coal stock and mon- 
ay has been brought to light by the in- 
terstate commerce commission's inves- 
tigation at Philadelphia. General Su- 
perintendent Creighton testified that in 
1903 the entire number of available 
coal cars were distributed among fa- 
vorite concerns. This policy was agreed 
upon in a conference between him, 
General Manager Atterbury and Gen- 
eral Superintendent Trump. Solicitor 
Cowen said this was done to protect 
the consumer and avoid traffic conges- 
tion. President Jamison of fhe Jami- 
son Coal and Coke company, one of the 
largest coal shippers in Pennsylvania. 
told of giving $5,000 in cash to Robert 
Pitcairn, assistant to President Cas- 
tatt, to secure transportation favors, 
while large blocks of stock, valued at 
$10,000 each, were handed out to vart- 
ous other traffic officials! Robert K. 
Cassatt, the son of the president,.ad- 
mitted that the Keystone Coal and 
Coke company, of which he is presi- 
dent, had been especially favored in 
ear distribution and rates so.as to be 
able to undersell its rivals. Similar 
discriminations were disclosed by the 
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| traffic officials of the Baltimore and 
| Ohio railroad. Car Distributer Clark of 


the Pennsylvania told of special assign- 
ments of cars to the Berwind-White 
Coal Mining company, up to 500 a day, 
on orders from general officers. These 
damaging facts were brought out un- 
der the questioning of William A. 
Glasgow, Jr., counsel for the commis- 
sion. President Cassatt has sailed for 
Europe, 

The commerce commission hearings 


at Chicago and in Ohio have brought 


ica. 
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to light much evidence from former 
employees of the oil trust showing 
trickery in its selling department as 
well as in the larger matters of rail- 
road favors. 


Open Market For Canal. 

Secretary of War Taft and the canal 
commission still refuse to limit the 
purchase of canal supplies to the Amer- 
ican market, as they say they cannot 
find any such restriction in the present 
law. This question was revived by 
the recent purchase of 20,000 barrels 
of English cement at 37 cents less per 
barrel than had been offered in Amer- 
Cement manufacturers in this 
country are stirring up members _of 
congress and senators to do something 
about this, and there is-a strong fac- 
tion in congress which would shut out 
the European market entirely. 


RELIGIOUS 


Dr. Crapsey a Heretic. ° 

The court of the western New York 
diocese of the Episcopal church, before 
which the Rev. Dr, Algernon 8. Crap- 
sey of Rochester was recently tried, 
has rendered a verdict of guilty on the 
charges of heresy and has suspended 
him from the ministry, four: of the 
court voting for the verdict and one, 
Dr. Francis 8. Dunham, against it. A 
period of thirty days is allowed before 
sentence can be pronounced, and the 
hope is expressed that Dr. Crapsey 
may satisfy the church authorities that 
his belief and teachings conform to 
the Apostles’ Creed and the Nicene 
Creed as recetved by the church, In 
order to do this the convicted presby- 
ter will have to take back pretty near- 
ly everything he has said or written 
about the virgin birth, the trinity and 
the resurrection. The dissenting ‘opin- 
fon finds that Dr. Crapsey’s error con- 


sisted in detining what God had not’ 


revealed and in interpreting doctrine 
in a manner not generally received by 
the church, rather than denial and re- 
jection of their truth and authority. 
Presbyterian Union Contested. 

The proceedings of the general as- 
sembly of the Presbyterian church, 
which was convened at Des Moines, 
Ia., last week, were enlivened by an 
injunction suit brought by members 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian church 
to prevent the projected union of the 
two churches. The assembly of the 
Cumberland church met on the same 
day at Decatur, Ill, The court was 
asked to enjoin the Cumberland assem- 
bly from voting upon a motion to 
unite, 
their objections in large measure upon 
the fear that-it would be followed by 
disturbing litigation over the property 
of the church. Among the other Iinter- 
esting questions which came,before the 
Presbyterian assembly wns the adop- 
tion of a new prayer book presented 
by .a committee headed by Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke and the heresy charge 
against the Rev Dr. Samuel T. Carter 
of New York. The presbytery of Nas- 
sau. has asked the advice of the gen- 
eral assembly about. what to do with 
Dr, Carter, who in a recent letter re- 
iterated his opinion that “there never 
wis, there is not and there never will 
be such a God a#the God of the West- 
minster Confession.” ‘

The notion that some lads get 
into their heads that they own the town 
where they are attending school, and 
may defy decency and violate rights at 
their sovereign pleasure, is based upon a 
wrong idea of gentlemanliness and of 
law. ‘The action of Principal Stearns is 
based upon right grounds of morals and 
citizenship and should have the approval 
of the whole community, It does not 
matter much to the school temporarily 
that fifteen or twenty youths are ex- 
pelled.

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John Milton Stewart Thrown into Rab- What Andover Has Done for the Suffer- } 8 


bitt’s Pond, but is Unharmed. 
Twenty Students Expelled 
for Deed. 


Phillips Academs has been stirred to 
its foundation during the past week over 
a student prank was ‘committed on John 
Milton Stewart, proprietor of the Phil- 
lips) Inn. The prank occurred op 
last Friday evening snortly after half 
past seven when a number of students 
seized Mr. Stewart at the Inn, carried 
him to Rabbitt’s pond and threw him 
into the water. An investigation fol- 
lowed and 20 fellows have been expelled 
from school having admitted implication 
in’ the ducking. 

The trouble between Mr. Stewart and 
the students arose from a story said to 
have been told by the former to the 
faculty, of the attention which Travers 
Brown, a New York student, was paying 
one of the waitresses and also. his ex- 
pulsion of Wendel L.. Paul of. Montreal, 
Can., from the Inn, The boys felt very 
much wrought up over the matter as he 
was expelled from school, and took things 
into their own hands to avenge. 

‘The plot was planned for last Friday 
night by about six fellows and after 
getting-about 100 more together, began 
hostilities by marching down town for 
the purpose of tongregating a larger 
army of students, ‘There were many in 
the crowd that were not aware of the 
plans of the leaders and joined the pa- 
rade as has been the case on previous 
occasions, ‘They considered them- 
selves very fortunate in drawing an 
itinerant German band into. their 
ranks and with this at the head, 
the march for the Inn was. started. 
Before arriving there the boys had been 
careful to cover their faces with band- 
kerchiefs to conceal their identity and 
as soon as they reached the hotel a call 
for Mr. Stewart went up from the crowd. 
As he did not answer it as quickly as de- 
sired a detachment of the boys entered 
the hotel where they met the proprietor 
near the dining-room. He was immedi- 
ately seized by about five of the leading 
men and was carried struggling: to Rab- 
bitt’s pond. He was thrown into the 
pond where the water is very. shallow 
and did not yeach to his knees. When 
the members of the band became aware 
of what had been done they- immedi- 
ately left the scene and boarded the car 
for Lawrence. 

Mr. Stewart emerged from the water in 
a dripping condition and was asked by a 
number of the crowd if he would ever 
tell the faculty on any more of the boys. 
On replying in the affirmative one of the 
boys run into Mr. Stewart in goat fashion, 
knocking him to the ground and striking 
his head on a stone. He was rendered 
unconscious by the fall and the students 
immediately dispersed. 

Mr. Stewart was assisted to his room in 
the Inn and in a short time he recov- 
ered consciousness and strength from 
the shock. 

Immediately steps were -taken to 
punish the students for their acts and 


Mr. Stewart decided that circumstantial/ 


evidence indicated that Wendel Paul 
had been connected with the affair. 
Shortly after mid-night Chief of Police 
Frye was notified and after a war- 
rant had been issued by Judge Stone, 
Paul was arrested. He was immediately 
bailed out by William J. Burns and was 
ordered to appear before Judge Stone on 
Saturday afternoon. : 

At the trial on Saturday afternoon, 
Mr. Stewart was represented by William 
Odlin and there. were present several 
members of the faculty. No one ap- 


-| peared for Paul but he was accompanied 


by witnesses, none-of whom were called 
however. The case was opeied-by—Mr. 
Stewart giving a story of theactions of 
Paulin the dining room of the hotel. 
He said wbat Paul had been ungentle- 
manly in lfis language, and to the wait- 
resses 00 several occasions and that he 
iusisted on smoking in the room. Mr. 
Stewart claimed that he stood it as long 
as he could and was finally compelled to 
ask him to leave the hotel. After some 


werds between Paul. and .Mr. Stewart 


the former paid his bill and left the hotel. 

In telling the story of ‘the assault. Mr. 
Stewart said that he had a spspicion 
that’ something would be done to him to 
avenge the dischargé of Padl and Trav- 
ers Brown and thought that Paul should 
be arrested. He however .could not 
prove that’ Paul was there or that he 
had been connected with the affair in 
any way. 

Henry W. Boynton was the next wit- 
ness called and he said that he was sit- 
ing on the porch of. the Inn when the 
students made their attack on Mr. Stew- 
art but could not tell if Mr. Paul was 
there or not. Archibald Freeman, a 
member of the Phillips Academy faculty 
was called and corrubovated the state- 
ments of Mr. Boynton but could not prove 
that Paul was present. F 

Henry H. Hobbs was called and he 
said that he had mealed at the hotel dur- 
ing the year and that on the day of 
Paul’s discharge hé requested him to 
get up a crowd and “rough-house” Stew- 
art. ‘This statement with events which 
had taken place ied up to the arrest of 
Paul. ‘The evidence was not enough to 
convict Paul and on the advice of the 
counsel for the prosecution he was dis 
charged. 

In the meantime Principal A. E. 
Stearns, who had been in Pittsburg, Pa., 
attending an alumni dinner was notified 
of the events and he immediately left for 
Andover, where he arrived late Sunday 
night. . 

On Saturday there were no recitations 
for the students, the faculty being busy 
with investigations, many of the stu- 
dents being called before the instructors 
to tell what they knew of the episode. 
No definite information could _ be ob- 
tained from them and it was decided to 
wait for Mr. Stearns before action should 
be taken. 

On Monday-the faculty met and nearly 
every student in school was called be- 
fore it. The boys were put on their 
honor and only questions concerning 
their own actions on the night of the af- 
fair were asked. In nearly every in- 
stance where a boy .was guilty he ad- 
mitted it and did not wince at the pen- 
alty of expulsion that was meted out. 
In all twenty students were dismissed 
from schoo] and two or three left of 


their own accord. The expelled stu 


dents generally agreed that the faculty 
had dealt fairly, with them ‘and they 
were satisfied that’ they--had received 
their just deserts. 

In an interview with Principal Stearns 
he stated that he did not know whether 
the episode ‘would end here or not but 
thought that if any more of the stu- 
dents were connected with the affair 
they would soon be found out and would 
suffer the same penalty that. the. twenty 
other fellows have faced.

ets from Earthquake and Fire. 


The great calamity which struck San 
Francisco on thé night of April 18 and 
what followed during the next few days 
has been reviewed in every clime aroudn 
the globe and pictured out in the news- 
papers everywhere, and for several days 
following all eyes and ears were strained 
toward the Golden Gate. Beginning 
with an earthquake which shattered and 
ruined some of the best and most ‘costly 
buildings in the city, the disaster ended 
only after the fire which followed had 
burned itself out, the fire departments 
being of little or no assistance as the 
water supp/y had been entirely shut off. 

People were driven from their homes 
in large numbers to the parks and other 
safe places with what little clothing or 
provisions they could conveniently carry, 
the rich as well as the poor being satis- 
fied if a covering could be found for 
them. With starvation staring them in 
the face they awoke on the morning of 
the zIst to learn that friends in the east 
had been made aware of their condition, 
and in a short time food and clothing 
were pouring into the city for the relief 
of the destitute, ; 

In nearly every state.in the Union, as 
well as in almost every city and. town, 
committees were appointed to serve as 
treasurers and collectors and the amount 
of money collected was... enormous. 
Massachusetts was called upon to do its 
share and the firm-of Kidder, Peabody & 
Co. of Boston was appointed the state 
treasurer. ‘The money came in from all 
quarters in large and small amounts un- 
til there has been over $800,000 sent 
from the state. 

Of course Andover did her share. 
Long before an appeal was made Andover 
had already appointed a treasurer, and 
the Towusman urged the people to con- 
tribute trom the “mickles. to the 
muckles.” J.‘Tyler Kimball, cashier of 
the Andover National Bank, was the 
treasurer who was appointed to receive 
the funds and money poured in for 
several days following. Factories and 
individuals gave freely; conservative es- 
timates” were placed at $1000. ‘This 
amount was soan collected and still the 
money came in, the first week $1480.20 
being given. 

On Monday evening, April 23, a meet- 
ing of twenty-five prominent citizens 
was held in the lower Town hall when 
plans were discussed for raising more 
money. After several ideas had been 
presented it was thought best to issue 
subscription books and circulate them 
through the town. A committee of five 
was appointed to collect, consisting of: 
Walter S. Donald, John W. Bell, William 
J. Burns, Fred H. Jones and Alfred E. 
Stearns, 

During the next week the contribu- 
tions were large and the total on Friday 
was $2006.01. The following week 
brought more contributions and at the 
end the total had reached $2267.26. 
Since then the contributions have come 
in slowly, those which have not been 
published being: Miss Ellen G. Peabody, 
$5; Junior Y. P. 8. C._E. of the South 
church, $3.50 and grade three, John 
Dove school, $1.65, making a total to 
date of $2277.41.

Terranova Murder Case. 

Peculiar interest attaches to the trial 
of Josephine Terranova at New York, 
the seventeen-year-old bride, indicted 
for murder in the first degree for hav- 
ing stabbed to death her aged uncle, 
Riggio, and his wife. The fact that she 
had been held in bondage from infancy 
by her relatives and had been forced 
to submit to. the man’s lust,-with the 
connivance of the wife, went far to 
justify her act in the public mind. 
Only. after she. had become married to 
T. Terranova, a prosperous young con- 
tractor, had the girl understood her po- 
sition, and, arrayed in her wedding fin- 
ery, with face wreathed in smiles, but 
with a knife concealed in her shawl, 
she had called on the Riggios, only to 
give them the embrace of déath, hav- 
ing been moved to this course by the 
desertion of her husband, who had re- 
ceived the damaging information from 
Riggio himself. After her arrest Ter- 
ranova became reconciled to his wife. 
Anna Valentina Not to Hang. 

The New Jersey court of pardons by 
a vote of -5 to 3 changed to life im- 
prisonment the death sentence under 
which Anna Valentina of Bergen coun- 
ty was resting for the murder of the 
woman who had estranged her hus- 
band. : > 
Anarchist Berkman Out of Prison. 

Alexander Berkman, the anarchist 
who attempted to assassinate H. C. 
Frick in the office of the Carnegie 
works at Pittsburg in 1892, emerged 
Friday from the prison in which he 
had been’ restrained for thirteen years 
and eight mouths. At the time of his 
attempted crime he was a smooth 
faced boy -of nineteen, a Russian book 
binder scarcely able,to speak English. 
He is now-a heavily bearded man of 
thirty-three who speaks fluently and 
shows every evidence of being an edu- 
cated man in touch with the-progress 
of the world. During his imprisonment 
he had studied incessantly. Contrary 
to. previous reports of Berkman’s re- 
pentance, he promptly told the report- 
ers that he was not sorry that he had 
shot Frick, but that his action was in 
no sense personal. He. was. met.at the 
prison door by Several of his anarchist 
friends, who presented him with a 
purse of S500, and he started at once 
for St. Louis, where he was expecting 
to consider the offer of some newspa- 
per to edit its labor department. From 
the moment Berkman became free de- 
tectives employed by Frick at an ex- 
pense of $10,000 a year began to shad- 
ow him. 

Gutters Run With Wine. 

At the Washington home of ex-Sen- 
ator John B. Henderson of Missouri the 
entire contents of his wine cellar, con- 
taining rare old beverages to the value 
of $1,000, were poured into the street 
gutter in the presence of a large com- 
pany of the members of the Independ- 
ent Order of Rechabites. Not long ago 
Mr. and Mrs, Henderson joined the or- 
der and became, temperance advocates, 
Not being willing to sell or give away 
the wines on principle, it was resolved 
to-destroy it.
